Deputy Miner explained, by writing 
to the Teachers College of Colum­ 
bia University, New York City. A 
charge of three cents is asked for 
mailing. The leaflets have been 
enthusiastically received 
in New 
York, w’here approximately 55,000 
parents are using them as a text on 
child raising. Meanwhile, requests 
for copies have come from neigh­ 
boring states and even from for­ 
eign countries. 
W ritten simply and effectively, 
each pamphlet is designed to pre­ 
sent a psychological lesson in terms 
easily understood by anyone. They 
serve not only to educate parents, 
according to Ernest

Osborne,
